Claim 1 that the Rathburn '521 reference doesn't show the terminals embedded in the connector, Applicant's attention is directed to Fig. 
38 in which Rathburn '521 clearly discloses the terminals (752) embedded in the connector housing (762,764). Applicant is reminded that 
the claims do not recite the connector housing being one piece or being made from the same material. Therefore, the connector housing 
(762,764) can read on Applicant's connector housing in the broadest interpretation. Furthermore, any encapsulating material can be 
called a housing or as in this case be part of the housing since it accomodates the terminals inside. Also regarding Applicant's 
arguments against the Examiner's reasons for allowance, Applicant's attention is directed to Lines 3-7 of the Examiner's reason for 
allowance in which the limitations of Claim 3 are clearly stated. 
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
